WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Search 
of the waters off Cape Cod where 
»yhe Submarine S-4 was rammed 
and sunk by the Coast Guard De- 
stroyer Paulding today, failed to 
reveal any survivors, the navy 
department reported tonight. 

The sunken craft lies about half 
mile off the woods end coast 
guard station on the tip of Cape 
Cod in 100 feet of water, Rear 
Admiral Hughes, chief of naval 
operations was informed.

Whether the 4 officers and 3% 
men aboard the submarine are 
alive depends on the water-tight 
bulkheads of the ship.
